M ajor Amos Stoddard, first gover­ 
nor of Upper Louisiana under 
the 
U nited States, and commissioner of 
both France and this country on the 
tran sfer of the territory to the U nit­ 
ed States at St. Louis in 1804, 
was 
m ortally wounded in a sortie at Fort 
Meigs, Ohio, on May 5, 1813, 
and 
died a few days later. 
A fter France had ceded the great 
Louisiana Purchase to 
the 
United 
S tates on April 30, 1803, President 
Thomas Jefferson 
appointed 
Stod­ 
dard, then an A rm y captain, to 
tak^1 
over the governm ent of U pper Louis­ 
iana at St. Louis from the last Span­ 
ish governor, DeLassus. 
The Louisiana Purchase was actu­ 
ally transferred to the U nited States 
by ceremonies a t New 
Orleans 
on 
December 20, 1803, but as St. Louis 
had been the seat of governm ent 
of 
the lieutenant-governors 
of Spain, 
the United S tates officials thought 
a 
form al transfer of authority for U p­ 
per Louisiana should be made there. 
Stoddard was appointed to act 
for 
both France and the United States at 
the transfer. 
Stoddard and his Am erican troops 
arrived 
opposite 
St. 
Louis 
from 
K askaskia on February 24, 1804. On 
March 9, 1804, the troops were sent 
across the river to St. Louis, in com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Stephen Worrell, 
and acompanied by C aptain 
Merri- 
w ether Lewis who was then prepar­ 
ing for his expedition into the North 
west. 
Before the governm ent house 
at 
St. Louis and in the presence of th 
Spanish and American troops 
and 
residents of St. Louis, Stoddard re­ 
ceived U pper 
Louisiana 
from 
De- 
Lassus 
as 
commissioner 
of 
the 
French Republic. 
France had a few 
years previously acquired 
Louisiana 
from Spain by treaty, but the Span­ 
ish officials were still in authority in 
the province. 
The Spanish flag was 
lowered and th a t of France raised 
and the American troops took charge 
of the fort from the Spanish soldiers. 
Then the flag of the United States 
was raised in place of th at of France 
and Upper Louisiana, com prising all 
of the territory now within Missouri 
and all of the 
N orthwest, 
officially 
came under control of this country. 
Stoddard remained governor at St. 
Louis until Septem ber 30, 1894, un­ 
der orders from President 
Jefferson 
to make no changes in the govern­ 
ment, but to adm inister the laws as 
had his Spanish predecessors. 
Stod­ 
dard was relieved of his m iliary com­ 
mand on Ju ly 1, 1804 by Major Jas. 
Bruff, his senior, but he remained in 
St. Louis as civil 
chief 
m agistrate 
until relieved in September. 
A fter 
S toddard’s 
adm inistration, 
U pper Louisiana, now known as 
the 
D istrict of Louisiana, was placed un­ 
der control of General H arrison, then 
governor of 
Indiana 
Territory, 
to 
which the new province w as a ttac h ­ 
ed. 
W here Stoddard was 
born 
is 
a 
disputed question, some 
authorities 
declaring his birthplace was Wood­ 
bury, Conn., in 1762, and others say­ 
ing it was in M assachusetts. 
He is 
said to have served in the Revolu­ 
tionary W ar and at its close became 
a clerk of the Suprem e 
Court 
of 
M assachusetts. 
From 1792 to 1798 
he is reported as a practicing lawyei 
a t Hallowell, Maine, and on June 4, 
1798 was appointed a captain of a r ­ 
tillery in the United S tate s Army. 
Stoddard was serving in the W est 
when Louisiana was purchased from 
France in 1803, and he was appoint­ 
ed the duty of tran sfe rrin g the pu r­ 
chase at St. Louis. 
A fter leaving St. Louis 
in 1804, 
Stoddard served at various posts 
in 
Lower Louisiana for about five years. 
I t was during this tim e th a t he 
ob­ 
tained m aterial for his book “ Sketch­ 
es of Louisiana”, published in 
1812. 
This book is the first in the English 
language to give a com plete account 
of the country bordering 
the Miss­ 
issippi. 
On June 
30, 
1807, while 
still in W estern 
service, 
Stoddard 
was promoted from captain to m a­ 
jor. 
M ajor Stoddard 
saw 
service 
in 
the W ar of 1812 and was a t 
F ort 
Meigs, Ohio, when it was attached on 
M ay 5, 1813. 
The M ajor was wound­ 
ed on th a t day and died shortly a f ­ 
ter. 


March 17 will always stand out as 
one of the m ost glorious days in the 
dram a of the American Revolution. 
I t was on this date in 1776 th at Gen­ 
eral George W ashington 
electrified 
the colonies with the 
message th a t 
the British had evacuated the town of 
Boston w ithout destroying it, 
and 
th a t the Continentals were now 
in 
full possession. 
According to the Division of Infor­ 
m ation and Publication of the George 
W ashington 
Bicentennial 
Commiss­ 
ion, the evacuation was 
precipitate. 
The em barkation, so long 
delayed, 
began with a hurry and confusion at 
4 o’clock in the morning. 
The harbor 
of Boston soon presented a striking 
and tum ultuous scene. 
There were 
78 ships and tran sp o rts casting loose 
for sea, and eleven or twelve th o u ­ 
sand men, soldiers, sailors, and 
re ­ 
fugees, h u rry in g to em bark, many, 
especially of the latter, with their 
families and 
personal 
effects. 
The 
refugees, in fact, were 
obliged 
to 
man th eir own vessels, as sufficient 
seamen could not be spared from the 
K ing’s 
tran sp o rts. • 
Speaking 
of 
“those who h a d taken upon 
them 
selves the style and title of Govern­ 
m ent m en” in Boston, and acted an 
unfriendly p a r t in the g reat contest, 
W ashingt; n observes: 
“ By all accounts, there never ex­ 
isted a m ore msierable set of beings 
than these wretched creatures 
now 
were. 
T a u g h t to believe that 
the 
power of G reat Britain was superior 
to all opposition, and th a t 
friendly 
aid, if not, w as a t hand. 
Thev were 
even higher and more insulting 
in 
their opposition than 
the 
regulars. 
W hen the order was issued, therefore, 
for em barking, the troops in Boston, 
no electric shock—no sudden clap of 
thunder— in a word, the last trum p 
could not have 
struck 
them 
with 
g re a te r 
consternation. 
They 
w er -2 
at their wits end, and conscious 
of 
the black ingratitude, chose to com­ 
m it them selves in the m anner above 
described, to the mercy of the waves 
at a tem pestuous season rather than 
meet their offended countrym en”. 


By 10 o’clock of th a t morning, the 
enem y were all embarked and under 
way. 
G eneral 
Putnam 
had 
taken 
command of the city and occupied the 
im portant points, and the flag of 13 
stripes, the standard of the Union, 
floated above all . the forts. 
On the 
following day W ashington himself en ­ 
tered the town, where he was joyful­ 
ly welcomed. 
There whre evidences 
of the haste with which the British 
had x’etreated on 
every 
hand—five 
pieces of ordnance with their 
tr u n ­ 
nions knocked 
off, 
others 
hastily 
spiked, others drawn off the wharf. 


“ General Howe’s 
r e tr e a t”, writes 
W ashington, “was 
precipitate 
be­ 
yond anything I could have conceiv­ 
ed. 
The destruction of the 
stores 
at D unbar’s camp, a fte r Braddock’s 
defeat, was but a faint im age of w hat 
m ay be seen at Boston; artillery parts 
cut to pieces in one place, 
gun ca r­ 
riages 
in 
another. 
Shells 
broken 
here, shots buried there, and every­ 
thing carrying with it the face 
of 
disorder and confusion 
as also 
of 
distress”. 
The em inent services of W ashing­ 
ton throughout this 
arduous 
siege, 
his adm irable m anagem ent by which, 
in the course of a few m onths an un­ 
disciplined band of husbandm en be­ 
came soldiers, who were able to ex­ 
pel a brave arm y of veterans 
com­ 
manded by the most experienced gen­ 
erals, drew forth the m ost enthusi­ 
astic applause of the Nation. 
This eventful chapter of the Revo­ 
lution was recognized by the highest 
authority of the country. 
On m o­ 
tion of John Adams, who had 
first 
moved W ashington’s nom ination 
as 
Commander-in-Chief, 
a 
unanimous 
vote of thanks to him was passed by 
Congress; and it was ordered th at a 
gold medal be struck com m em orating 
the evacuation of Boston bearing the 
effigy of W ashington as its deliverer.

In my opinion any plan to restore 
permanent prosperity in our country 
will prove ineffective unless it 
em 
braces the idea of the rehabilitation 
of agriculture. 
This cannot be ignored with 
any 
hope of safety either to industry, or 
as an aid to unemployment. 
In the first place the farmers 
of 
the country form the most numerous 
occupational class of our people. They 
produce the basic wealth of the coun­ 
try without which there could be no 
sort of prosperity. 
Without the farmers, and the pro­ 
ductions of the soil 
they 
cultivate, 
Tailroads, banks, mines, factories and 
all else would have no value. 
A serious shortage of food crops 
would provoke widespread 
disaster, 
and a total failure would stop 
the 
wheels of industry and bring on un­ 
told misfortunes. 
Not only is agriculture the founda­ 
tion of national prosperity and well 
being, but anything that cripples it, 
is at once felt throughout every ave­ 
nue of trade. 
The farmers are the chief buyers 
and consumers of the output of 
the 
factories. 
When their buying power 
is maintained at a high 
or even 
a 
reasonable level, there is prosperity 
everywhere. 
The banks are then sol 
vent, the railroads pay dividends, and 
the factories give employment to la 
bor at remunerative wages. 
When agriculture is depressed ev 
erything else shares its depression, 
and when it is prosperous, its pros­ 
perity is likewise shared. 
These pro­ 
positions are self evident truths. N 
one will deny them. 
No one will deny either that these 
truths, while admitted, have been in 
a large part ignored, in the building 
up of the American commonwealth.

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Major Amos Stoddard, ftrst gover­ 
nor of Upper Louisiana under

United States, and commissioner of 
both France and this country on the

mortally wounded in a sortie at Fort 
Meigs, Ohio, on May 5, 1813, 
and 
died a few days later. 
After France had ceded the great 
Louisiana Purchase to 
the 
United 
States on April 30, 1803, President 
Thomas Jefferson 
appointed 
Stod­ 
dard, then an Army captain, to take 
over the government of Upper Louis­ 
iana at St. Louis from the last Span­ 
ish governor, DeLassus. 
The Louisiana Purchase was actu­ 
ally transferred to the United States 
by ceremonies at New 
Orleans 
on 
December 20, 1803, but as St. Louis 
had been the seat of government o 
the lieutenant-governors 
of Spain, 
the United States officials thought a 
formal transfer of authority for Up 
per Louisiana should be made there. 
Stoddard was appointed to act 
for 
both France and the United States at 
the transfer. 
Stoddard and his American troops 
arrived 
opposite 
St. 
Louis 
from 
Kaskaskia on February 24, 1804. On 
March 9, 1804, the troop's were sent 
across the river to St. Louis, in com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Stephen Worrell, 
and acompanied by Captain 
Merri- 
wether Lewis who was then prepar­ 
ing for his expedition into the North­ 
west. 
Before the government house 
at 
St. Louis and in the presence of the 
Spanish and American troops 
and 
residents of St. Louis, Stoddard re­ 
ceived Upper 
Louisiana 
from 
De- 
Lassus 
as 
commissioner 
of 
the 
French Republic. 
France had a few 
years previously acquired 
Louisiana 
from Spain by treaty, but the Span­ 
ish officials were still in authority in 
the province. 
The Spanish flag was 
lowered and that of France raised 
and the American troops took charge 
of the fort from the Spanish soldiers. 
Then the flag of the United States 
was raised in place of that of France 
and Upper Louisiana, comprising all 
of the territory now within Missouri 
and all of the 
Northwest, 
officially 
came under control of this country. 
Stoddard remained governor at St. 
Louis until September 30, 1894, un­ 
der orders from President 
Jefferson 
to make no changes in the govern­ 
ment, but to administer the laws as 
had his Spanish predecessors. 
Stod­ 
dard was relieved of his miliary com­ 
mand on July 1, 1804 by Major Jas. 
Bruff, his senior, but he remained in 
St. Louis as civil 
chief 
magistrate 
until relieved in September.

Stoddard was serving in the West 
when Louisiana was purchased from 
France in 1803, and he was appoint­ 
ed the duty of transferring the pur­ 
chase at St. Louis. 
After leaving St. Louis „in 1804, 
Stoddard served at various posts 
in 
Lower Louisiana for about five years 
It was during this time that he 
ob­ 
tained material for his book “Sketch­ 
es of Louisiana”, published in 
1812 
This book is the first in the English 
language to give a complete account 
of the country bordering 
the Miss 
issippi. 
On June 
30, 
1807, while 
still in Western 
service, 
Stoddard 
was promoted from captain to ma 
jor. 
Major Stoddard 
saw 
service 
in 
the W ar of 1812 and was at 
Fort 
Meigs, Ohio, when it was attached on 
May 5, 1813. The Major was wound 
ed on that day and died shortly af­ 
ter.

In my opinion any plan to restore 
permanent prospei-ity in our country 
will prove ineffective unless it 
em­ 
braces the idea of the rehabilitation 
of agriculture. 
This cannot be ignored with any 
hope of safety either to industry, or 
as an aid to unemployment. 
In the first place the farmers 
of 
the country form the most numerous 
occupational class of our people. They 
produce the basic wealth of the coun­ 
try without which there could be no 
sort of prosperity. 
Without the farmers, and the pro­ 
ductions of the soil 
they 
cultivate, 
railroads, banks, mines, factories and 
all else would have no value. 
A serious shortage of food crops 
would provoke widespread 
disaster, 
and a total failure would stop 
the 
wheels of industry and bring on un­ 
told misfortunes. 
Not only is agriculture the founda­ 
tion of national prosperity and well 
being, but anything that cripples it, 
is at once felt throughout every ave­ 
nue of trade. 
The farmers are the chief buyers 
and consumers of the output of 
the 
factories. 
When their buying power 
is maintained at a high 
or even 
a 
reasonable level, there is prosperity 
everywhere. The banks are then sol­ 
vent, the railroads pay dividends, and 
the factories give employment to la 
bor at remunerative wages. 
When agriculture is depressed ev­ 
erything else shares its depression, 
and when it is prosperous, its pros­ 
perity is likewise shared. These pro­ 
positions are self evident truths. No 
one will deny them. 
No one will deny either that these 
truths, while admitted, have been in 
a large part ignored, in the building 
up of the American commonwealth. 
We have permitted ourselves to 
be­ 
come so enamored with the splendor 
of wealth reflected by our large cities 
and those who have amassed large 
fortunes in trade, or in controlling 
money markets, that we have forgot­ 
ten the farmers of the country, whose 
voices are seldom heard, and whose 
complaint when spoken have fallen 
on unheeding ears. 
As 4 consequence, those who pro­ 
duce the basic wealth of the country 
have become listless and despondent, 
their affairs have languished, 
and 
they have been denied the justice of 
the laws. 
It is worth thinking about that both

stand unredeemed, but nothing tan 
gible or worthwhile has ever been at 
tempted, at least nothing that

Wheat, cotton and corn have been 
selling at the lowest prices for year* 
all other agricultural products, in­ 
cluding live stock of all descriptions 
have correspondingly 
declined, 
in 
numerable farms have passed 
from 
the possession of their former owners 
and those that have not have 
had 
their value cut in half or even more 
These facts are not pleasant to con 
template but they must be faced 
we are to recapture American pros 
perity and economic independence. 
W'e should not, and we cannot 
safety, be satisfied with 
a lopsided 
and unwholesome condition, where 
few can profit from the misfortunes 
of many. 
The burdens and benefits 
of government must be better 
di 
tributed to secure a permanent annd 
well rounded prosperity. 
Often in this column I have voiced 
protest against the injustice and in 
equality of our tariff laws, calling at 
tention to how heavily 
they 
bear 
down particularly on 
the 
farmers 
and expresed 
the 
belief 
that they 
should be readjusted in the interest 
of public justice. 
The Republican 
party 
sponsored 
the last tariff law, the highest in our 
history, when its promise to redeem 
agriculture was still ringing in 
the 
ears of the people. 
This law is wholly indefensible, and 
the Democratic party is charged with 
the political duty to bring it to 
the 
attention of the people, and make it 
and other economic 
questions 
the 
leading issues in the next campaign 
The opportunity for great service 
was never more plain, and the 
call 
was never more insistent for great 
party leadership than now. The econ­ 
omic problems are so important and 
pressing that nothing should 
divert 


the friends of good government from 
pressing them in the next campaign.
